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Owing to the term "Galician Jew", Galicie probably was the soot on earth 
nich was best kno an. most frequently mentioned in connection with Jewry. 
Hore they lived in imenso multitudes, forming & world of their own, out of which 
the rising gener 2101153 of vorld-Jewry were supplied. In all parts of Galicia 
one found Jews in thcir hundreds of thousands. 

nccorcing to an obsolete stitistics of 1931 the number of Jers then was 
about 502.000, This number should not have decrssscd from 1931 up te the 
sunmcr of 1941. Precise statements on the number As “ ews present ab the time 
when the German troops invad Galicia are not available. By the Cormittecs 
i Jews the number was stated to heve been 350.000 at the end of 1941. Tha 
this statement was incorrect will be scon from the stotouont at the ond of this 
revert with rogard to the i abate i “ers, The town of Lemberg alone had 
about 160.000 Jewish inhabitants in July-Aucust 1941. 

Tne influence of this Galician Jewry, being considerable already under -ustria: 
end Polish rule, increased to an almost incredible extent when the sovicts occurie 
this district in 1939. 

Every important avpointment within the country was filled by thon. This 
explains the fact that in July E hi, after the occupation by Gorman troo! s, Jows 
were found cverywhere. Hence it was considered to be also our most urcent taal 
to iinc a solution for this problem as soonsas possible. 

Our first measure consisted of markins very Jew by a white armlet bearincs 
bi tar of David in biuc. By virtue of a decree of the Governor Concral thc 
wepartment of tnc interior wes responsible for the marking and rccistrating of 
Jews as well as for the formetion of Ui omn ttces of Jews. Our task, that of the 
Police, was first of all tc ccuntor ctivel y tne imense black market carried 
n by Jews throughout the entire SCR ct ard especially to take measures arainst 
Loafing idlers and versbonds. 

The best remedy consiste i che formation, by the SS and Police Leader of 
Forced Labor Camps. The best opportunities for labor were offered by the necoss- 
ity to complete the "De.4" road which ws oxtronoly important and necessary for 
the whole of the 10216177. oart of the front, and which was in catastrophically 
bad condition. On Octobor 15, 1941, th staclishment of camps alone the read

I, Edmund Trinkl, was born May 15, 1891, at Offondorf, 
district of Riedenburg as son of tho teachor Edmund and 
his wife Centa. Fathor is dead, mother about 76 years 
old.

For 6 years I wont to tho elementary school in offen- 
dorf, thon for 4 weeks to tho Humanistische Gymnasium (cor- 
rosponding roughly to High School, Latin and Grook aro 
obligatory RW) and three years gardoner!s apprentice in 
Regensburg, ono year (two terms) technical school for gard- 
oning at Koostritz Spa 1910/11, 1911/1912 landscape gardener 
in Breslau, entered military service 22.10.1912, wont into 
Picld August 2, 1914. Admittod on 1.12.1915, belatedly 
duo to tho war, to the carcer of a highor military adminis- 
tration official, lator on my position and pay sufferod by 
this. In the years aftor the war I studied 5 terms at the 
Administration college, November 1918 at the time of the 
collapse and revolution in hospital Brussels, retreat to 
Gormany.

When I learnt of 
this, tho doputy of tho absent staff officor I/C supplios 
finally grantod me tho discharge, On 16.9.1920 I was 
taken over by the Bavarian State police Munich as Wacht- 
meistor (about Police Sgt. into tho administrative service, 
on 1.10. or 1.11 I became Hauptwachtmeistor (M/Sgt), on 
1.12.1920 secretary, ay of discharge from the army 
50.11.20, later on it was extended to 31.3.34 - day of dis- 
charge from tho Bavarian Stato polico, In the old army 8 
well as in the Bavarian State police I was official with 
officor!s rank (first lieutenant). Have authorization to 
wear uniform of a ficld inspector of the old army. My 
last appointmont in the Bavarian State police was paymaster 
(Oberzahimstr). In the fall of 1923 I heard of a club, 
named Roichsflaggo (Roich flag) under tho leadership of 
Roem. Accepting an invitation I was heartily wolcomod by 
Roehm, and became a membor, I did not receive a membership 
card since tho Club changed its name and was disbanded. At 
a gathering in the Loowenbraoukeller (saloon) in Munich on 
8 November 25 we were notified that a now government under 
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Hitler had boon proclaimed; Kahr, Lossow and Leiser inter- 
alia wore mombors of the government. The moeting was broken 


up, and the Reichskricgsflagge (Reich war flag) as the now name 


was, marched under Rochm to tho former Bavarian war ministry. 
it first I was standing thoro in the hallway, then left the 
building during the night, wont home and went to work the 
noxt morning at tho Bavarian Stato police, For this I later 
on received the decoration of tho 8 and 9 November 1923, 
since mombers of the Wehrmacht and police need not have been 
old party mombors, nood not even be mombers of tho party at 
all. ‘The Reichskriogsflaggo was not an affiliation of tho 
party, its participation in the putsch was a complete sur- 
priso to mo, Since state commissary Kahr and the chiof of 
the Bavarian State police were on the list of ministers I 

had no hesitation in participating in the march to the war 
ministry. I had joined the Kriegsflagge from a fecling of 
comradcship and sympathy to Roehm and also because they 
carriod the black white red flag which I wanted to maintain 
in memory of my comrades who dicd in tho fiold. I didn't 
understand either why at that timo tho Reich changod its 
flag. Due to a housing shortago I built a house in 
Waldtrudering in 1924 when I got married. Thore began for 
mo an intensive activity = outside my official work = in tho 
interest of tho community and the improvoment of the sottlo- 
ment. Since most of the settlers did not have any means to 
pay for tho expenses of road building, a public cooperative 
society was founded, of which I was honorary presidont. In 
the following years hundreds of unomployed found work and 

pay in the construction of about 23 lm of roads and drainage 
installations, Unemployment was thereby helped. I bo- 
came a member of tho Bavarian Hoimatschutz and various other 
associations. During these yoars I mado tho acquaintance 

of Himmler, I was clocted a mombor of the community coun- 
cil of Trudoring for the olection poriod of 1930 and tho 
following years. I was on the olection list "Heimat" (homo) 
which was neutral from the point of view of party politics. 
in opposition list was put up inter alia by the NSDAP under 
Himmler, howevor no candidato was oloctod: There were not 
enough votes. à plebiscito for the incorporation of Trudor- 
ing into Munich and mootings of unemployed forced mo, in my 
capacity of councillor, to speak in mootings of all tonden- 
clos including tho Communist party and the NSDAP. Some 
months after tho majority had decided on incorporation with 
Munich I rosignod from the community council and moved to 
Munich. an anonymous letter, addressed to my office at 
Munich contributed to this decision. In this letter it was 
said that the people of Trudering were annoyed that I as 
official had cooperated with leftist partios, particularly 
the communist party. I continued to bo mombor of the Bavar- 
inn Heimatschutz till it was dissolved by tho NSDAP in April 
19535. AS of 1.5.1955 I bocame a member of tho NSDAP, a fow 
days lator of the Si. Since I did not want to bo tiod to 
any party and intended to remain aloft of party politics, I 
applicd for membership only in the neginning of May, at a time 
when no now members wero accopted, I was accepted just tho 
samo, the application having been antodatod., is adminis- 
tration cxport I was dotailod to tho Bavarian political police 
from tho 1.10.1933, Whon roporting to Hoydrich in groon 
police uniform my salute was criticised and it was intimated 
that I should in tho future uso tho party salute. On 
18.4.1954 I was detailed by Himmler to tho Prussian Gestapo 
office in Borlin. some weeks later I was compulsorily trans- 
ferred into the SD (Security Sorvico) with the antodatod rank 
of an Untorsturmfuehror (SS second Lt.); I did not apply for 
it. Av the Gestapo I was at first head of a subdivision in 
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charge of 4 branches: Budget - economics - payment and 
finance. Among others a councillor (jmtsrat) and a police 
councillor (Polizei Rat) were my subordinates. bout April 
1955 I was taken over as police inspoctor (Polizei Insp. ) 
retrospectively as of 1.4.34 and as police councillor 
(Polizei Rat) as of 1.7.34, During tho reorganization in 
1955 I was classifiod as administration manager (Verwaltungs

I had to work on the personnel files of tho mombors of tho 
offico, with oxcoption of tho senior officials and the higher 
officials of the oxocutivo, also on the plan of coordination, 
When the main office of the Security police and tho RSHA 

was established I thought to have the same dutics there, how- 
evor this was not the caso. Finally tho post of the admin- 
istration manager became unnecessary as the greatost part of 
his tasks devolved on other departments. I bocamo ropros- 
entative for dopt. I A 6 "Welfare" in the RSHA about April 
1940. I was ill from end of March to July 1944, At that 
timo this branch was dissolvod too, welfare questions, in- 
cluding police welfare, were taken over by the welfare dept. 
of the race and settlement office (Rasso and Sicdlungs - 
hauptamt, Amt Fuorsorgo). Tho personnel filcs wore turned 
over to dept. II and branch I A 1 in tho RSE. On 15.8,44 

I was detailed to the race and settloment main office in 
Berlin, and there assigned to tho evacuation welfare offico 
Prague, where I was put in chargo of tho record office for 
war casualties. All losses of SS and police (dead otc.) 
were registered thoro, The welfare offices of tho senior 
SS and police officers, as well as tho main offices provided 
us with information which had to show personal data of the 


dead etc and their service rocords, Furthermore indications 
about the economic situation of the dependents, wives, 
children and parents, were roquired, It had to be checked 


accordingly, whether tho amounts provided for their care wero 
figured out corroctly and all possibilities of welfare were 
exhausted. Death payments and payments of social socurity, 
as woll as invalid and employso insurance, trade insuranco, 
death, life and other private insurances etc. had to bo con« 
sidcred, If the payments were not sufficient or special 
debts or expenscs were incurred, special grants in aid were 
mado, If a war injury claim was turned down, it was closoly 
chockod if tho docision could bo contestod and finally tho 
caso was submitted for decision to tho Ministry of Labor in 
casos where tho welfare dept. of tho office was not competent, 
Dependents in need of rest and rocreation were sont for a 
curo to health resorts or Spas. Guardians of war orphans 
were supported by money and advice if so desired. By ordor 
of tho chicf of the race and sottlomont main office I loft 
Prague on tho 20.4.45., accompanied by SS members of various 
ranks, almost exclusively serious war casualtics, women and 
children = tho above monti»onod casualty records and other 
matcrial were taken along - in order to go to tho fortross 
Koenigstoin by boat. Duplicates of tho party files of tho 
welfare dopt., which were kept according to tho casualty re- 
cords, and probably also files of the other depts. of tho 
race and settlement main office which were located in Prague و‎ 
wore being kept thoro, Since the bridge at Aussig was 
damaged by airplane attacks we could only get to Bad Schrockon- 
8 ۷+ aftor staying thoro a few days, the material was 
brought on land in bath cabins and finally dastroyed on ine 
struction of tho convoy leader, in as much as it was of no use 
to the NSV, more precisoly an enginoor company was asked tg 
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attend to the destruction, since tho Russians were expected 
to march in and we tried to flee to Germany, i.e. to Amori- 
can occupied territory; we reached it during the capitula- 
tion.

From about 1908 to 1912 I was member of the Catholic 
apprentice socioty (Katholischer Gosollonvroin) and the 
German national gardeners club, From 1919 membor of the 
Bavarian state officials club (Bayrischor Beamtenbund ), 
lator tho society of administration officials of tho Bavarian 
State police (Vorein dor Verwaltungsbcamten dor bayr. 

* Landespolizei) till its dissolution about Juno 43. Further- 
moro I was member of tho German officers club (Deutscher 
Offiziors Bund) resp. tho club for military officials 
(Militacr and Foldbeamtenbund) and I was their representative 
at the Military Clubs Association (Bund dor Waffenringe) till 
its dissolution which - as much as I romenbor = took placo in 
1926, 


I also met in Berlin membors of tho Free Corps Epp, till 
this also was prohibited, 


On the basis of the decreo concerning comparative ranks, 
my last rank in Berlin was that of an 5 Obersturmbannfuochrer. 
I was not paid by the SD office, however, I was on the SD 
Poster. (Initialled E.T). My transfer to the RSHA came 
from the SS personnel office, although I was a Reich Civil 
Servant and wore the uniform of the Safety Police, which is 
Similar to the SD uniform and although my pay and clothing 
allow ances contimed to be paid by the Reich, Although I 
was entitled to special treatment as a holdor of decorations, 

2 in accordance with the orders of the Reichsfuchrer of the SS 
and Chief of the German polico, I was not promoted in my office. 
As a director of administration I occupied a position in 
which civil servants of the Prussian Ministries as well as of 
the Central Reich Offices were automatically appointed 
Superior Government Counsellors (Oberregierungsrate). In 
May 1927, retroactive to January 4 1927, I was appointed a 
Government Counsellor (Regierungsrat) and in June 1940, re- 
troactive to January 4, 1940 I was appointed Superior Govern- 
ment Counsellor (Oberregiorungsrat), Specialists in tho 
Reich Ministries were Oberregierungsrate and Ministorislrate.

I, Otto Hofmann -- SS Obergrupponfuehror und General 
dor Waffen SS und Polizei (Lt. Gen. of SS and polico), up 
to now hoeheror SS and Polizeifuchrer (higher SS and police 
leader) in Wehrkreis 5 (Wohrkrois is military area, cor- 
responds roughly to corps aroa, about 20 in Gormany, my 
comment RW.) declare herewith: 


le. From 1941 to April 1945 I was chief of the main 
office for Race and Scttlemont questions. As such 
it was my duty to provide for the instruction (with 
respect to agriculture) of crippled members of the 
SS, so that these couid be settled on farms in the 
occupied territories, including in Poland. I was, 
therefore, as a rule, kept informed about all orders 
concerning re-settlement in Poland, 


26 The executive power, in other words tho carry- 
ing out of all so callod resettlement actions, that 
is to say, sending away of Polish and Jewish sottlers 
and those of non-Gormsn blood from a territory in 
Poland destined for Germanization, was in the hands 
of tho Chief of the RSHA (Heydrich and later Kalten- 
brunner, since the end of 1942). The Chief of tho 
RSHA also supervised and issued orders to tho دمع‎ 
called immigration center (EWZ) which classificd the 
Gormans, living abroad who returned to Germany and 
directed them to the individual farms, already freed.

of J ss to 5*ccpo through the sewer heles. “nile pretending tebdui ld 
air-raid shelters they had been erecting dug -outs within the

During this armed resistance the women beloyging te the battle 
groups wore equipped the same as tho mep; some were members of 
the Chzluzim movement. Yot 211٤7691355 ر17‎ those womon fired 
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pistols with both hancs. It happened time and agdin thst 
these women had pistols or hand gronades(Polish "pineapple" 
hand grenades) concealed in their bloomers up the rast mə- 
ment to use against the mon of the Waffen SS, Police, or 
Wehrmacht. 

The resistance put up by the Jews and bandits could be 
broken only by relentlessly using all our force and energy by 
Cay and nicht, On 23 April 1945 the Reichs Puchrer SS issued 
through the Hizher SS and Police Fuchrer Fast at Cracdw his 
order to complete the eembine ^ut of the Wersaw Ghetto with the 
sreatest severity and relentless tenacity. i therefore decided to 
destroy the entire Jewish residential area by setting every 
block on fire, including the blocks of residential buildings near 
the armament works, One concern after the other was systematical- 
ly evacuated and subsequently destroyed by fire, The Jews then 
emerged from their hiding places and dug-outs in almost every

case, Not infroquontly, tho Jews stayed in the burhing buildings 
until, because of the heat and the foar of being burned alive 
they preferred to jump down from the upper stories after having 

E: thrown mattresses and «ther uoholstered articles into the street 
from the burning buildinzs. With their bones broken, they still 
tricd to crawl aeross the street ints blocks of buildings which 
had not yet been set on fire or were only partly in flames, Of- 
the Jews changed their hiding places curing the night, by moving 
into the ruins of burnt-^ut builCinzs, taking refuge there until 
they were found by our patrols, Thoir stay in the sewers also 
ceased to be pleasant efter the first week, Frequently from the 
street, we could hear loud voices coming thrcugh the sewer shafts. 
Then the men of the Waffen SS, the Police ^r the Wehrmacht Engi- 
neers couragecusly climbed down the shafts to bring out the Jews 
and not infrequently they thon s'mbilod ver Jews already dead, 
or were shot at. It was always necessary to use smoke candles to 
Crive out the Jews, Thus ^no Gay we opened 185 sewer entrance 
holes and at a fixed time lowcred smoke candles into them, with 
the result that the bmdits fled from what they believed to be 
gas to the center of the former Ghetto, where they could then 
be pulle? ^ut of the sewer holes there, A freat nimber of Jews, 
whe coul? not be counted, were exterminated by blowing up sewers

m The hoverss the risistance lasted, the tougher the mon of the 
Waffen SS, Fr lise anil Wekrarcnt became: they fulfilled their duty 
indefatigably in faithful comradeship anc stood together as mod- 
els anc examples of soldiers, Their duty hours often lasted from 
early morning until late at night, At night, search patrols with 
rags wound r-und their feet remained at the heels of the Jews 
and gave them no respite, Not infrequently they caught and killed 
Jews who used^the night hours for supplementing their stores 
from abandoned Cug-outs and for contacting neighboring groups 
^r exchanging news with them, 

Considering that the greater part of the men of the Waffen- 
SS had only been trained for three to four weeks before being 
assigned to this action, high crecit should be given for the 
pluck, courage, and devotion to duty which they showed, It must 
be stated that the Wehrmacht Engineers,too, executed the blowing 
up of dug=cuts, sewers, and concrete buildings with uncefatiga- 
bility and great devotion to duty. Officers and men of the 
Police, a large part ofwhom had already been at the front, again 
excelled by their cashing spirit, 

Only throush the continuous and untiring work of all ine 
volved did we suceed in catching a total of 56,065 Jews whose 
extermination can be proved, To this should be adced the number 
of Jews who lost their lives in explosions or fircs but wh^se 


numbers e:uld not be ascertained. اللا‎ 
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Curing the large-scale operation the aryan population was in- 
formed by posters that it was strictly forbidden te enter the 
former Jovish Shetto and that anybody caught within the former 
Chette without a valid pass would be shot. At tho sane time 
these posters informed the aryan population again that the 

death penalty would be imposed on anybody who intentionally 
gave refuge to a Jw, csocciolly lodscd, supported, or cenceal- 
ed a Jew outside the Jcwish residential area, 


rorrission was granted to the Polish police to pay to any Polish 
‘alicomen "^o arrested a Jow within the aryan part of Warsaw 

one third of the cash in the Jcw's possossion, This measure 

hes already produced results. 


The Lolish population for the most part approved the measuress 
taken against tho Jovs,. Shortly before the end cf the’ large- 
scale operation, the Governor issued a special proclamation 
which he submitted to the undersigned for approval before pub- 
lication, to the ^olisn population; in it he informed them of the 
reasons for destroying the former Jcwish Ghetto by mentioning 
the assassinations carried out lately in the ؿ8<::‎ ۳ arca and 

the mass graves found in Catyn; at the same time they were 
asked to assist us in our fight against Com~unist agents and 
Jews(sse enclosed poster, ) 





The large-scale action was terminated on 16 Yay 1943 with the 
blowing up of the '^rssv S7nagogue at 2015 hours. 


Now, there are no more factories in the former Shetito, All the 
goods, raw materials, and machines there have been moved and 
stored somewhere elso.. All ouildings etc. have been destroyed,

^lthough the large-scale operation has been completed, we have 
to reckon with the possibility that a few Jcws cre still living 
in the ruins of the former OGhctto; therefore, this arca must 
be firmly shut off from the aryan residential area and be 
guarded, Polico »5ttolion 111/25 has been charged with this 
duty, This 201166 =sttalion ms instructions to watch the 
former 250tto, particulerly to prevent anybody from entering the 
former Jhotto, and to shoot immediately anybody found inside 
the 2hctto v*thout authority. The Commander ef the rolice 
3attalion will continue to receive further direct orders from 
the SS and rolice ?übPrcpr. in this way, it should be possible 
to. keep the small remainder of Jcws there, if any, under 
constant pressure and to exterminate them eventually, The 
Pcraining J:ws anc bandits must be deprived of any chance 
of survival by destroying all remaining buildings and refuges 
and cutting off the water supply,

Those search parties 
pulled 780 J-s out of dug-outs and shot 115 Jows who resisted, 
This operation was terminatod about 1500 hrs.; some of the 
parties had to continue to operate because they had found

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^t 1600 nrs a special battle group, 520 officers and men 
strong, sterted cleansing a large block of buildings situated 
on both sides of the so-called “Niska Strcot in the Vorth- 
٠۶5۰۸ pert of the former Ghetto. After the search the 
entire block was set on fire, after heving been completely 
cordoned off. in this astion a considerable number of Jcus 
were caucht,. As ocrore, they remained in the Cug-outs, which were 
either below the ground or in the lofts of the buildings until 
the end, They fired their arms to the last moment, and then 
jumped down into ths street, sometimes from as far up as the 
fourth floor, having previously thrown down beds, mattresses, 
etc, but not until the flames made any other escape impossible, 
total of 2,560 Jews were caught today within the former 
netto, of whom 547 were shot, 4OPCOVOP, Jows in 2 not ascor- 
eineble number perished when dug-outs were blown up, or in the 
flames. Tho sum total of Jows, formerly residing in the Ghctto 
ceurht in this action, now amounts to 51,746, 
<e learned from an anonymous letter that there were a consider- 
able number of Jews in a block of ouildinzs adjoining the

The external appearance 
of the Jews whom wo are catching now shows that it is now 
the turn of those Jews who wero the leaders of the entire

altogether, and from them and other hideouts and from the 
burning buildings 2,359 Jows were caught, of whom 106 were 
killed in battle.

The raiding parties formed today went to work within the areas 
allotted to each of them under orders to force open further 
y dwelling dug-outs anc to catch the Jews. In this way a con- 
siderable number of bandits and Jews verc c2u7ht, especially 
as some traces had been discovered during the night which 
were now followed up with good results. The night patrols 
clashed with armed bandits several tires. "^^oso bandits fired 
a machine gun and small arms. In this operation we had 
four cagualties, 5 “‘<ffone-SS mon and 1 toliccman, Ae eatedly, 
shots were fired from the aryan part against the cxternal 
barricade, In the skirvis-¢s about 30 bandits were shot and 
9 Jcws and bandits, members of an armed gang, were captured. 
Onc dug-out was taken during the night, the Jows c:ptured, 
and some pistols, among them one of 12-01 caliber, were 
captured. In one dug-out inhabited by 160 persons, we were 
able to capture 2 rifles, 16 pistols, some hand grenades and 
incendiary appliances, Of the bandits who resisted, some again 
wore Gorman "military uniform, German steel helmets and 
"Knoooloecher", «part from the carbines, we captured 60 rounds 
of Scrman rifle ammunition, Onc raiding party had a skirmish 
with a gang, 10 to 14 strong, on the roofs of a block of 
buildings at the border of the Shetto(nsryan part), The bandits 
& were destroyed; we suffcred no losses. 


Tne captured bandits repeatedly testify that still not all per- 
sons in the sictto hivo bocen caught. Ticy confidently expect 
that the action will soon be over, and that they will then 

be able to continue to live in the Ghetto, Several bandits 
stated that they nad long been in a position to kill off the 
leader of the action, the "Gonoral", as they call him, but that 
they would not do so, since they had orders to that effect 

to avoid the risk of a further intensification of the anti- 
J^uisan measures. 


To^ay again some concrete buildings in which the bandits find 
refuge time and aiiin wore blown up by the ensincers, 


In orcer to force the bandits in the sewers to come to the 
surface, 185 sewer entrances were opened at 1500 hours, and 
smoke-candles were lowered into them at an ordered x-time; 
thereupon. the bandits, seeking escape from what they supposed 

to be prison gas, crowded to;ether in the center of the former 
Ghetto, and we were able to pull them out of the sewer entrances 
there.

to inform you in writin- of tho followings 


On 27 Octobor in the morninre at about 8 otclock a first lieutenant 
of tho police battalion No 11 from Knuon (Lithuania) ٥٠٠0ہ ۹ہ‎ and introduced 
himself as tho adjutant of the battalion commencer of the security 501166. The 
first liocutonant oxpleincd that the police battalion hod rocoivod tho assirnnent 
to effcot the liquidntion of all Jows horo in tho town of Sluzk, within two days, 
The battalion comandor with his battalion in strength of four emponies, two 
of which wero made up of Lithuanion partisans, was on tho march hore and tho 
action would have to berin instantly. I roplio3 to tho first licutonant that I 
had to discuss tho action in any caso first with the commandore About half an 
hour later the police battalion arrived in Sluzke immediately aftor the arriva 
the eonforcneo with the battalion commander took place according to my request, 
I first oxpleinod to tho eommancor that it would not vory vel! bo possiblo to 
offooct the action without previous proparation, because overyhody had boon 
sont to work and that it would load to torrible confusion, At least it would 
have boon his duty to inform me a day ahead of timo. Thon I roquostod hin to 
postpone tho action ono day.  Howovor, he rojoetod this with the romark that he 
had to carry out this action cvevyvhoro nnd in a11 towns and that only two days 
worc allotted for Sluzke Within theso two days, tho town of Sluzk had to be 
cloared of Jows by all monnse I immediately protested violently against it, 
pointing out that a liquidetion of Jows must not bo allowed to take place in 
an arbitrary mannor,. I explnined that a larro part of the Jows still living 
in tho tovms were tradesmon and familios of tradesmen respectively. But those 
Jewish tradesmen woro not simply expendable booause they were intispensible 
for maintaining the economie lifo, Furthermore, T pointed out that White 
Ruthenian tradesmen are so to say noneoxistant, that therofore all vital plants 
hac to bo shut down all nt onec, if all Jows would be liquidated, At the ond 
of our conference, I mentioned that all tredesmon an^ snocinlists, inasmuch as 
they were incisvensible, ha? popors of identification and thet these should not 
be pulled out of tho factorios. Furthermore, it was avrood that all Jews 
still livinr in the town should first be broucht into the ghetto in order to 
sorrerate thom, especially with roccrà to tho familios of tradesmon which I 
dic not want to havo liquidated oithor,. Two of my officials should bo nssirned 
to seprogate theme Tho commander did not in any way contradict my idea and I 
had therofore tho firm boliof that tho notion would bo carriod out accordingly, 
Howovor, a fev hours after tho beginning of the action the erentest difficultios 
already dovelopede I noticed that tho cormandcor had not at all abided by our 
agrocmonte All Jows without exception were takon out of tho factorics and 
Shops and deported in spite of our afrcemente It is true that part of tho 
Jows was moved by way of the phetto whore many of thom wore vrocessod and 
still soeropntod by mo, but a large part was londod directly on trucks and 
liquidated without furthor deolny outside of tho towne. Shortly after noon 
complaints camo alrendy from all sidos that the factories could not function 
any more because all Jowish tradesmen had boon romovede As tho commandor had 
proceeded on his way to Baranowitschi I rot in touch with the deputy commandor, 
& captain, after searching a lonr timo, and demanded to stop tho action 
immodintoly bocnuse my instructions had boon disrornrdod end the damaro done 60 
far with rospect to tho economic lifo could not bo repoired any moros Tho 
captnin wes greatly surprised at my idea and statod that he had recoived orders 
from the commander to clear tho whole town of Jows without exception in the 
same manner as they had done in other towns, This 770:۹15 up had to be 
executed on political considerations nnd oeononio rensons had never played a 
role anywherce Howover, “uc to my onersctic intervontion, he finally halted 


the action toward ovoninre 
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For the rest, as regards the execution of the action, I must point 
out to my deepest regret that the latter bordered already on sadisme Tho town 
itself offered a picture of horoor during the action, With indoseribablo 
brutality on the part of both the German police officers and particularly the 
Lithuanian partisans, the Jewish people, but also namong thom White Ruthenians, 
were takon out of thoir dwellings and herded togethore Everywhere in the town 
shots wero to be heard and in different strocts the corpses of shot Jews 
accumulateds The White Ruthenians were in grontest distress to free themselves 
from the encirclomonte Regardless of the fact that tho Jowish people, among 
whom wero also tradesmen, wore mistreated in a terribly barbarous way in tho 
face of the White Ruthenian people, the Whito Ruthonions themselves wero also 
worked over with rubbor clubs and rifle buttse There was no question of an 
action against tho Jews any nore. It rathor locked like a revolution. I myself 
with all my officials have been in it without interruption all day long in 
order to savo what could yet be savede In sovoral instances I litorally had to 
oxpol with drawn pistol tho German police officials as well os tho Lithuanian 
partisans from the shops. My own police was enployod for the same mission but 
had often to leave the streets on account of tho wild shooting in order to avoid 
being shot thomselvese Tho whole picture was sonorally more than 71م‎ 
In the aftornoon a proat number of abandoned Panjo carriages with horses wore 
standing in the streets so that 1 had to instruct the municipal administration 
to take caro of the vehiclos immodintelye Afterwards it was ascertained that 
they wore Jewish vehicles ordered by the armed forces to move ammunitione The 

o. had simply been taken cff the carriages and led away, and nobody had 
worried in the least about tho vohiclese 


I was not prosont at tho shooting before the town. Therefore I cane 
not make a statement on its brutnlity, But it should suffice, if I point out 
that persons shot have worked thomselves out of their gravos some time nftor they 
had been coverede Regarding the ocononie damare I want to state that the 
tannery has beon affected worst of alls 26 experts worked there. Of thom, 
fifteen of tho best 8566151315585 alone have been shot, Four more jumped from the 
truck during the transport and escaped, while sovon others wore not apprchendod 
after they flode The plant barely continues to operato today, Five whecle 
wrights worked in tho whoolwright shops Four of thom have been shot and tho 
shop has to keep going now with one wheelwright. Additional tradesmen such as 
carpenters, blacksmiths, otc, are still missing. Up till now it was impossible 
for me to obtain an exact surveye I have mentioned already in the beginning, 
that the fomilies of tradesmen should be spared too. But now it seems that 
almost in all families some persons aro missinge Reports come in from all 
over, making it clear that in one family tho tradesman himself, in another family 
the wife and in the next one again tho childron naro migsinge In that WAY s 
almost all families have boen broken upe It seems to to very doubtful whethor 

|| under theso circumstances tho remaining tradesmen will show any intorost in 
their work ond produce accordingly, particularly as even today they are running 
around with bloody and bruised faces due to the brutalitye Tho White Ruthenian 
people who had full confidence in us, is dumbfoundede Thouzh thoy are 
intimidated and don't dare to utter their free opinion, one has already heard 
that thoy take the viewpoint that this day does not add to the glory of Germany 
and thet it will not be forgottene I am of tho opinion that much has beon 
destroyed through this action which we have achieved during the last months and 
that it will take a long time until we shall rogain the confidence of tho 
population which we have loste 


In conclusion I find myself obliged to point out that the police 
battalion has looted 1n an unheard of manner during the action, and that not 
only in Jewish houses but just tho same in those of the White Ruthenianse 
Anything of use such as boots, leather, cloth, gold and other valuables, has 
been taken awaye On tho basis of statomonts of mombors of the armed forcos, 
watches were torn off the arms of Jews in public, on the strect, ond rings were 
pulled off the fingers in tho most brutal mannor, A major of tho finance 
department reported that a Jewish girl was askod by the police to obtain 
imnodiatoly 5,000 rubles to have hor father releasod. This girl is said to 
have actually gone everywhere in ordor to obtain tho moneye 


Also within the ghetto, the different barracks which had been nnilod 
up by tho eivil administration and wore furnished with Jewish furniture, heve 
been broken open nnd robbed. fren from the barracks in which the unit was 
quartorod, window frames and doors have boen forcibly romoved and used for campe 
firese Although I had a discussion with tho adjutant of the commander on 
Tuesday morning concerning tho lotting and he promised in the course of the dis- 
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cussion that nono of the policomen would enter tho town any moro, yot I was forced 
several hours later to arrest two fully armed Lithuanian partisans bocause they 
woro ap rehenccd looting. During the night from Tuosday to Wednesday the 
battalion loft tho town in tho airoetion of Baranowitschie Evidently, the 

peo dle were only too plad whon this report circulate in the tow, 


50 far tho reporte I shall come to Minsk in tho imediate futuro, in 
order to discuss the affair personally once nzoin, At tho prosent tiro, I am 
not in a position to continue with tho action against the Jews, First, order has 
to ^o established araîne I hope thet I shall be able to restore order 55 soon 
as possible and also to revive the oconomie lifo despite tho difficoltios,. Only, 
I bog you to rrant mo ono request: "In the futuro, keep this 1166ہو‎ battalion

KUBE deserve special consideration. 


The fact that Jews receive special treatment requires no 

further discussion. However it appears hardly belicvable that

commissar of 1 June 1943. What is Katyn against that? Imagine 
only that these occurrences would become known to the other side 
and exploited by them! Most likely such propaganda would have no 
effect only because people who hear and read about it, simply 
would not be ready to believe it. 


Ihe fight against bands Also is taking on forms which are 
highly questionable if pacification and exploitation of the several 
territories are the aims of our policy. Thus, the dcad who were 
Suspected of belonging to bands and whose numbcr was indicated in 
the report of 5 June 1943 about the "Cottbus" project to have 
amounted to 5,000, in my opinion, with few exceptions would have 
been. suitable for forced labor in the Reic: 


it should not be ignored in this connection that in view of 

the difficultios of making oneself understood, as generally in 
such clean-up operations, it is very hard to distinguish fricnd 
from foc.  Nevortheless, it should be possible to avoid atrocities 

| and to bury those who have been 110111048564. To lock men, women 
A and children into barns and to set fire to these, doos not appear 
to be a suitable mothod of combatting bands, cven if it is desired 
to cxterminate the population. This mothod is not worthy of the 
German cause and hurts our reputation severely.

The operation affects the territory of the General District 
Whito Ruthenia in the area of Borissow. It concerns in particular 
the two countios Bogomio and Pleschtschamizy. At present the police 
troops together with tho army have advanced to Lake Palik and have 
reached the whole front of tho Beresina. The continuance of the 
battles takes place in the rear zone of tho Army. 


The figures mentioned above indicate that again a heavy‏ ل۴ 

destruction of the population must be expected. If only 492 rifles 
are taken from 4 500 enemy dead, this discrepancy shows that among 
these enomy dead were numcrous peasants from tho country. The 
battalion Dirlewanger especially has a reputation for destroying 
many human lives. Among the 5 000 people suspected of belonging to 
bands, there were numcrous women and childron. 
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" By order of tho Chicf of Band-Combatting, SS Oborgruppon- 
fuhrer von dem Bach, units of the armed forces havo also particip 
pated in the opcration. SS Standartenfuhrer Kunze was in command of 
the armed forces detachments, among whom there were also 90 members 
from my officc and from tho District-Conmisssriat Minsk-City. Our 
mon returned from tho opcration yesterday without lossos. I 8 06 
the use of officials and Reich cmploycos of tho General Commissariat 
in the rear zone of the army. The men who work for mc were not do- 
ferred from army service in order to actively participstc in combat 
58512818 bands in the place of the armed forces and of tho police. 


Of the armed forccs personnel, 1 railroader has been 
wounded (shot in lungs). The political cffect of this large-scale 
operation upon the peaccful population is simply dreadful in vicw 
of the many shootings of women and children. In Dcecmbor, tho town 
of Begomic was cvacuated by the arncd forcos and tho police. At 
that tinc, the population of Bogomic was propondorently on our 
side., In the course of the fighting, Begomic, which was built up 
as a strong point by tho partisans, has boon dostroyod by Gorman 
air attacks.

Since that time all German and Russian 
Jows who were turned over to us, had their golden bridgowork, 
crowns and fillings pulled or broken out..

Since 15 April 1945, 516 German and Russian Jews have 
been finished off. On the basis of a definito investigation, gold 
was takon only in two actions, on 14 April 1945 from l72, and on 
S7 ipril 1945 from 164 Jews. jbout 507 of tho Jows had gold tooth,. 
bridgcwork or fillings.  Heuptscharfuhror Rubo of tho Socurity

Subject: Delivery of prisoners of war to the secret state police. 


Enclosed is the decree 1) referred to. 
The following, summarizing ruling is issued with respect to the de- 
livery to the secret state police: 


1.) a) According to the decrees 2) end 3), the commander of the cam has 
to deliver Soviet prisoners of war in caso of punishable offenses 
to the secret state nolice and to dismiss thom from imorisonment 
of war, if he does not believe thet his disciplinary functions 
suffice to prescribe punishment for violations committed. Revort 
of the facts is not necessary. 


b) Recantured Soviet prisoners of wer have to bo delivered first to 
tho nearest polica office in order to ascertain whether punishable 
offenses have been committed during the escape. The dismissal from 
imprisonment of war takes vlace unvon sugecstion of the police office, 
(Section A 6 of the decrees roforred to in No. 4) regarding the 
E contraction of all regulations on the Arbeitseinsatz prisoners of 
war who have been recaptured and refuse to work). 


c) Recaptured Soviet officers who sre prisoners of wer, have to bo de- 
livered to the Gestano and to be dismissed from imprisonment of wer. 
(Section C 1 of the decre» referred to under 4) ~nd under 5), 


d) Sovict officer prisoners of war, who refuse to work and those who 
distinguish themselves as agitators and have an unfavoreble influ- 
ence upon the willingness to work of tho other prisoners of war 
have to be delivered by the responsible Stalag to the nearest state 
police office and to b» dismissed from immrisonment of war. (Section 
C 1 of the decree roforrod to under 4) and 5). 


e) Soviet enlisted prisoners of wer refusing to work who ere ringlesders 
and those who distinguish themselves as agitators and therefore have 
an unfavorable influence upon the villinenoss to work of the other 
prisoners of war, have to be doliverod to the narest state police 
office and to bo dismissed from imprisonment of wer. (Section 6 2 
of the decres, referred to in 4). 


f) Soviet prisoners of war (enlisted men and officors), who with respect 
to their political attitude heve been sifted out by tho special pur- 
pose command (Einssatzkommendo) of the security police and the security

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service, have to be delivered unon request by the camp commander to 
the special purpose command and to be dismissed from imprisonment 
of ver. (Decree referred to in 6), 


g) Polish prisoners of war have to be delivered if acts of sabotage are 
proven, to the nearest state volice office and to be dismissed from 
imprisonment of war. The decision rests with the camp commander. 
Report of the deed is not necessary. (Decree referred to under 7). 


A report on the delivery and dismissal from imprisonment of wer in $ 
the cases mentioned un?er #1) of this decree, to the Mil. District 
Command VI, dept of vrisoners of war, is not necessary. 


Prisoners of war from all nations have to be delivered to the secret 
State police and to be dismissed from imprisonment of war, if a 
special order of the OKW or of tho Mil, District Commend VI, dept 
for prisoners of war, is issued, 


Prisoners of War under suspicion of participating in illegal organ- 
izations and resistance movements have to bo left upon recuest to 
tho Gestapo for the purposs of interrogation, They remain prisoners 
of war and have to be treated as such. The delivery to the Gestapo 
and their dismissal from imprisonment of war has to take place only 
by order of the OKY or of the “il. District Command VI, dept of 
prisoners of war, 

In case of French and Belgien prisoners of war and interned Italian 
military personnel, approval of Mil, District command VI, depot of 
prisoners of war, has to be obteincd - if necessary by phone - 
before delivery to the Gestapo for the purposes of interrogation.

It is perhaps very strenge, that we should meet in a university of the 
Russian State, here at Kherkow, - at this Khorkow, which hes played so 
great a part, end really will play s still bigger part in the history of 
the were Until lest yeer it was of no very great significance. This year 
it hes become, like Stalingrad, but in the reverse sense, a city of cestiny 
in Germen war history, in Germen history. I have asked you, the Commending 
Officers of the three SS-Divisions, who took part in this campsign from the 
Dnjeper to Khearkow and cerrie’ out this campnien practically alone and 
forced & decision, to come tocether here in order, as hes been the custom 
for meny many years, as long rs there has been an SS, to meet each other 
eseln, ¿nd in order once more to esteblish a few facts about the pest and 
the future. 


I would like, in & few words, to outline the whole position end situs- 
tion with rezerd to the wer, 


Today, Germeny is on the borders of Europe everywhere. These European 
frontiers stretch up as fer as the North Cape, down the Norwegisn coast, 
through Denmark, tho Netherlends, Belgium ene France anê jump over to Africa, 
continue to Tunis to form c bridzehced, run 2562055 as fer cs the frontiers 
formed by the sen, thon from Greece cend Crete up to the borders of the 
neutrrtl str tes of Turkey tnd Bulegrri:, to join 22205 agein here in the East.

I, Otto OHLZNDOHF, being first duly sworn, declare: 


I was Chief of the Security Service (SD), Amt III of the Main Office 

of the Chief of the Security Police and the +SD (RSHA), from 1939 to 1945. 

In June 1941 I was designated by Himmler to Iead one of the Special 

Commitment Groups (Einsatzgruppen), which were then being formed, to 

accompany the German armies in the Russian campaign. I was the Chief 

of the tinsatzgruppe D. Cheif of the Einsatzgruppe A was Stahlecker. 

Department Chief in the Foreign Office. Chief of Einsatzgruppe B was 

NEBE, Chief of Amt V (KRIPO) of the Main Office of the Chief of the 

Security Police and the SD. (hBHA) Chief of Einsatzgruppe 0 was first 

RASCH (or kRASCHE) and then THOMAS, Himmler stated that an Important 

part of our task consisted of the extermination of Jews-women, men and 

children- and of Communist functionaries. I wes informed of the attack 

on kussi^ about four weeks in advance, 

$ according to^n agreement with the Armed Forces High Command and Army 
High Command, the Special Commitment Dotachments (Einsatz<ommandos) 
within the army group or the army were assigned to certain army corps 
and divisions, The army designated the areas in which the Special 
Commitment Detachments (Einsetzkommendos) had to operate. All operational 
directives and orders for the carrying out of executions were given 
through the Chief of the SIPO and the SD (RSHA) in Berlin. Regular courier 
Service and radio communications existed between the Einsatzgruppen and 
the Chief of the 5120 and the SD, 





The Einsatzgruppen and Einsstzkommandos were dema^nded by personnel of 

the GESTAPO, the SD or the Criminal Police. Additional men were detailed 
from the Keguhar Police (Ordnungspolizei) and the Waffen SS, Einsatzgruppe 
D consisted of approxinstely 400 to 500 men and həd about 170 vehicles at 
its disposal, 


When the German army invaced kussia, I was leader of the Einsatzgruppe D 

in the southern sector, and in the course of the year, during which I 

was leader of the Einsatzgruppe D, it liquidated approximately 90,000 men, 

women and children. The majority of those liquidated were Jews, but there 
*b were among them some Communist functionaries too. 


In the implementation of this extermination program the Special Commitment 
Groups (Einsatzgruppen) were subdivided into Special Commitment Detachments 
(Einsatzkommendos), and the Einsstzkommandos into still smaller units, the 
so-called Special Purpose Detschments (Sonderkommandos) and Unit Detach- 
ments (Tcilkommeondos). Usually, the smaller units were led by a member of 
the SD, the GESTAPO or the Criminal Police. The unit selected for this 
task would enter a village or city and order the prominent Jewish citizens 
to call together all Jews for the purpose of resettlement. They were re- 
quested to hand over their valuables to the leaders of tho unit, and short- 
ly before the execution to surrender their outer clothing. The men, women 
and children were led to a place of execution which in most cases wes 
located next to a more deeply excavated anti-tank ditch. Then they were 
Shot, kneeling or standing, and the corpses thrown into the ditch. I never 
permittee the shooting by individuals in the group D, but ordered that 
Several of the men should shoot ^t the same time in order to avoid direct, 
personal responsibility. The leaders of the unit or especially designated 
persons, however, had to fire the Last bullet against those victims which 
were not dead imediatcly. I learned from conversations with other group 
leaders that some of them demanded that the victims lie down flot on the 
grounc to be shot through the nape of the neck. I did not approve of 

these mcthods.

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In the spring of 1942 we received r^s vehicles from the Chief of the Securi- 
ty Folice and the SD in Berlin. These vehicles were mde avaleble by imt II 
of the KSHA, The man who was responsible for the cars of my Hinsatzgruppe, 
wes BECHER. We had received orders to use the cars for the killing of women 
and children. whenever a unit had collected a sufficient number of victims, 

a car was sent for their liquidation. We also hed these gasvehicles stationed 
in the neighborhood of the transient camps into which the victime were brought, 
The victims were told that they would be resettled and had to climb into the 
vehicles for that pupose. Then the doors were closed and the gas streamed 

in through the starting of the vehicles. The victims died withing 10 to 15 
minutes, The cars were then driven to the burial place, where the corpses 
were taken out and buried, 


I have seen the report of STAHLECKER (document L-180) concerning Einsatz- 
gruppe 4, in which Stahlecker asserts that his croup killed 135,000 Jews and 
Communists in the first four months of thc program. I know Stahlecker perso- 
nally, and I am of the opinion that the document is authentic,

I was shown the letter which BECKER has written to RAUFF, the head of the 
Technical Department of imt II, in regard to the use of these gas vehacles, 
I knew both these men personally, and am of the opinion that this letter is 
an authentic document.

I was Chief of the Security Service (SD), Amt III in the Main 
Office of the Chief of the Security Police and of the SD (RSHA) 
from 1€39 to 1543. 

In 1941, shortly after the start of the campaign against Russia, 
an agreement was entered into between the Chief of the Security 
Police and of the SD and the OKW (Supreme Command of the Armed 
Forces) and OKH (Supreme Command of the army) to the effect that 
operative detachments (Zinsatzkommando) of the Security Police 
and SD were to go to the prisoner of war camps on the Eastern 
front to screen the prisoners of war. All Jews and Communist 
functionaries were to be removed from the prisoner of war camps 
by the operative detachments and were to be executed outside of 
the camps.To my kaiowledge, this action was carried out throughout 
the entire Russian campaign. 

In the other occupied territories and in the Aeich-to my 
knowledge =» the GESTAPO had been made responsibie for this pro- 
gram in the Russian prisoner of war camps. *his ection was, to my 
knowledge, carried on thoughout the greater part ot the War.

I was head of Sub-Section IV A lb from 1938 until the end of 
the war and served under Neinrich MUELLER, Chicf of Amt IV. 


During & short period -- to the bost of my rocolleetion 

it was during tho occupation of, or the withdrawal from, tho 
Crimea == I came across extracts from the reports of Einsatz 
groups operating in occupied territories on the Eastern front. 
These reports were mimeographed and were sent to a number of 
people in tho RSHA, as well as -= as far as I remember -- to 
officos outside the RSHA, I myself was not on the distribution 
list for these reports, On the occasion of a visit to the 
then head of the Section of the RSHA dealing with Communists, 
Regicrungskriminalrat Vegt, I saw there a map of Russia on 
which the German front was marked with little flags. I observ- 
ed that this front was traced more exactly than could be 
ascertained from reports of the Armed Forces, I asked accord- 
ing to what viewpoint he had placed these pins. He replied 

that he followed tho reports of the Einsatz groups. Up till‏ ل 
thon I had not known of such reports. I asked whether ho‏ 
could not lot me have such reports too, whereupon I actually‏ 
received such extracts from reports for some time, The‏ 
sending of these reports to mo ceased one day for reasons‏ 
unknown to mo,‏ 


I have examined document L-180, which is a copy of tho 
report made by STAHLECKER who commanded Einsatz group A.

The report shown to me today, (Activity and situation

To my knowledge, the Einsatz groups which operated on 
the Eastern front during tho period HEYDRICH was Chief of the 
RSHA, continued to operate under Kaltenbrunner.

K/LTENBRUNNER took particular in- 
terest in Section VI E (Balkans) under Wianneck and Section VI S (Kommancss) 
under Skorzeny.

I recall the following conversation between Gruppenfuchrer (i! Gens ) 
Muller, Chief of Gestapo, Amt IV of RSHA, and Kaltenbrunner, Obergruppun-. 
fuchrer (Lt. Gen.). (I myself did not partake in this convorsation but I 
was present and able to follow the conversation). 


The first conversation took place in the summer of 1944 in a room of 
the office of Obergruppenfuehrer Kaltenbrunner in Berlin, wilhelmstrasse 
#102 where, toward the end of luncheon, the Amt Chief (Bureau Chief) Mueller 
directed the question to Kaltenbrunner what was to be done with 25 French 
prostitutes, diseased witn syphilis who took up a great deal of space in a 
hospital the name of which I no longer recall. He answered, "Shoot them", 


The second incident was in the fall of 1944 in a room of thc now office ° 
of Amt IV, Kurfuersten Strasse, toward the end of one of the regular Amt 
chief's conferences, It centered around an inmate named Dohnany who played 
a role in the events of the 20th of July and who had incurred . s 2. DB 
incurable discase. In this case Kaltenbrunner said also "Shoot him", 


The third incident was a conversetion between Kaltcnbrunner, Gruppen- 
* fuehrer Nebe and Gruppenfuchrer Muller. This took place in the spring of 

1944 in Berlin, Wilhelmstrasse #102, at the ond of an Amtschef conference, 
where the three above named agreed to confcr about tho problem which was 
being touched, The problem, as far as I heard tho facts, concerned the 
following: Gruppenfuchrer Muller and Nebe were in negotiations with gentle- 
men of the Foreign Office on a notc of the International Red Cross in which 
protest was raised against the shooting of English and possibly also American 
prisoners. Kaltcnbrunner consultcd Muller and Nebe in order to find out in 
what form one could best cover up the actually cffected shootings in each 
individual casc, Kaltenbrunner spoke of dcath resulting from bomb attacks, 
shooting while attempting to escape and while offcring resistance. Each 
individual case was to be justificd individually, 


If I remember correctly these approximatcly 50 people who were shot 
had escaped from a camp near Breslau. 


It was not even then possible for mo to get a clear picture out of tho 
bits of conversation sinco I was not familiar with thc subject mattor. 


In 1944 on another occasion but also in the course of an Amtschof 
conference, I heard fragments of conversation between Kaltenbrunncr and 
Muller, I remember distinctly thc following romark of Kaltenbrunner: 





"All offices of the SD and the security polico arc to bo 
informed that pogroms of the populace against inglish and American 
tcrror-flicrs were not to be interforred with; on the contrary, 
this hostile mood is to be fostered". 


Furthcr, in 1944, towards the end of an Amtschef donforence, upon 
Kaltenbrunner's return from an official trip to Vienna and Linz, ho, Kal- 
tenbrunner, told of his visits in the concentration camp Mauthausen and of 
his friend Zicreis who was commandant of that camp. Kaltenbrunner reported 
with pride that he had virtually himself, as higher SS and police leader in 
Vienna built up that camp and thet it now was producing most valuable arma- 
ment work, protected against air raids. 


Toward the end of the war, especially after the 20th of July 1944, 
Kaltenbrunner became better acquainted with Hitler. He was especially 
fricndly with Fegglein and his wife, the sister of Eva Braun. So powerful 


had Kaltcnbrunner become toward the end that even Himmler feared him. 5 


Himmlcr told me on the 13th of April 1945 when I asked him to e 
the representative of the Jewish world congress, Mr, Storsch, from Stockholm 
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"But how am I going to do that with Kaltenbrunner around, I sñ: 
be completely at his mercy]" 


This has been stated and sworn to by mo today the 18th November 1945.

I, Hermann Friedrich GRAEBE, declare under oath: 


From september 1941 until Januery 1944 I wes menager and engineer- 
in~cherge of a branch office in SDOLBUNOW, Ukreine, of the Solingen 
building firm of Josef Jung. In this cspacity it was my job to visit 
the building sites of the firm. Under contract to an Army Construction 


Office, the firm hed orders to erect grein storege buildings on the former 
airport of DUBNO, 0۳2۰ 


On 5 October 1942, when I visited the building office at DUBNO, 
my foreman Hubert MOENNIKES of 21 Aussennuehlenweg, Hamburg-Hesrburg, told 
me that in the vicinity of the site, Jews from Dubno hed been shot in 
three large pits, each sbout 30 metres long and 3 meters deep. About 
1500 persons hed been killed deily. All of the 5000 Jews who had still 
been iving in Dubno before the pogrom were to be liquideted. ss the 
shootings had taken place in his presence he wes still much upsete 


Thereupon I drove to the site, accompanied by MOENNIKES end sew 
near it great mounds of earth, cbout 30 meters long end 2 meters high. 
Seversl trucks stood in front of the mounds. Armed Ukrrinisn militie 
drove the people off the trucks under the supervision of en SS-men. The 
mili tir men ected es guards on the trucks end drove them to and fron 
the pit. All these people had the reguletion yellow patches on the front 
end beck of their clothes, and thus could be recognized as Jews. 


I;:OENNIKES end I went direct:to- the pits. Nobody bothered us. Now 
I heard rifle shots in quick succession, from behind one of the earth 
moundse The people who had got off the trucks - men, women, end children 
of all ages ~ had to undress upon the orders of an SS-men, who cerried e 
riding or dog whip. They hed to put down their clothes in fixed places, 
sorted according to shoes, top clothing «nd underclothing.e I saw c heap 
of shoes of about 800 to 1000 pairs, great piles of under-linen and 
clothing. Without screaming or weeping these people undressed, stood 
around in family groups, kissed each other, said farewells and wai ted 
for a sign from enother S°-man, who stood near the pit, also with a whip 
in his hend. During the 15 minutes that I stood near the pit I heard 
no compleint or plea for mercy. I watched a femily of about 8 persons, 
م‎ mon end women, both about 50 with their children of sbout 1, 8 and و10‎ 
end two grown-up deughters of sbout 20 to 24. An old women with snow-white 
heir was holding the one-yeer old child in her arms and singing to it, end 
tickling it. The child was cooing with delight. Tho couple were looking 
on with teers in their eyes. The fethor wes holding the hend of ع‎ boy 
about 10 years old and spesking to him softly; the boy wes fighting his 
tetrse The fether pointed toward the sky, stroked his head, end seemed 
to explein’ something to him. At that moment the SS-man rt the pit shouted 
something to his comrade. The latter counted off about 20 persons 08 
instructed ther to go behind the eerth mounc. Among them was the family, 
which I have mentionede I well remember « girl, slim and with bleck heir, 
who, as she passed close to me, pointed to herself and said, "25". I 
walked around the mound, and found myself confronted by a tremendous 
gravee People were closély wedged together and lying on top of: each 
other so thet only their heads were visible. Nearly all hed blood running 
over their shoulders from their heeds. Some of the people shot were still 
moving. Some were lifting their arms and turning their heads to show 
thet they were still alive. The pit was already 2/3 full. I estimated 
that it alreedy contained about 1000 people. I looked for the men who 
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did the shooting. He was en SS-man, who sat at the edge of the nrrrow 
end of the pit, his feet dangling into the pit. He had a torr:y gun on 
his knees and was siioking a cigsrette. The people, completely neked, 
went down some steps which were cut in the clay well of the pit end 
clembered over the heads of the people lying there, to the place to which 
the SS-nen directed theme They lay down in front of the dead or injured 
people; some caressed those who were still alive and spoke to them in 

5 low voice. Then I 262206 e series of shots. I looked into the pit and 
Saw that the bodies were twitching or the heads lying clrerdy rotionless 
on top of the bodies that lay before ther. Blood was running from their 
neckse I wes surprised thet I was not ordered away, but I saw thet 
there were two or three postmen in uniform nerrby. The next batch was 
approaching already. They went down into the pit, lined themselves up 
against the previous victims and were shot. When I walked beck, round 
the mound I noticed another truck-losad of people which had just arrived. 
This time it included sick end infirm persons. An old, very thin women 
with terribly thin legs was undressed by others who were 5165037 naked, 
while two people held her up. The woman eppecred to be paralyzed. The 
naked people errried the woman around the mound. I left with WOENNIKES 
and drove in my car beck to Dubno. 





On the morning of the next dey, when I ogcin visited the site, I saw 

about 50 naked people lying nesr the pit - ebout 30 to 50 meters away 

from it. Some cf them were still alive; they looked straight in front 

of them with a fixed stere end seemed to notice neither the chilliness 

of the morning nor the workers of my firm who stood around. A girl of 
about 20 spoke to me end askea me to give her clothes, end help her eseape. 
At thet moment we heard a fast cer approach and I noticed that it was f 
en SS-detcil. I moved away to my site. 10 minutes later we hear shots 
fron the vicinity of the pit. The Jews still alive had been ordered k 
to throw the corpses into the pit; - then they had themselves to lie down 1 
in this to be shot in the neck. j 
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I make the above statement at Wiesbaden, Germeny, on 10th November 
1945. I swear before God that this is the 5585011156 truth.

I, Hermann Friedrich GR EBE, declare under oath: 


From September 1941 until January 1944 I was mnaneger and engineer- 
in-cherge cf a branch office in SDOLBUNOW, Ukraine, of the Solingen 
building firn of Josef Jung. In this capacity it wes my job to visit 
the building sites of the firm. The firn had, anong ethers, a site in 
ROWNO, Ukraine. 


During the night of 13th July 1942 all inhabitants of the Rowno 
Ghetto, where there were still about 5000 Jews, were liquidated. 


7 I would deseribe the circumstances of my being a witness of the ĉis- 
2 solution of the Ghetto, end the carrying out cf the pogrom (Aktion) 
during the night end the morning, es follows: 


I employed for the firm, in ROWNO, in eddition to roles, Germans, 
and Ukreinicns ebout 100 Jews fron Sdolbunow, Ostrog, cnà Mysoteh. The 
nen were quertered in a building,5 Behnhofstrasse, inside the Ghetto, 
and the wonen in a house et the corner of Deutsche Strasse,-98. 


On Saturdey, ll July 1942, my foremen, Fritz BINSFORN, told me of 
٥ rumor thet on Monday ell Jews in ROWNO were to be liquidated. although 
the vest mejority of the Jews employed by my firm in ROWNO were not 
natives of this town, I still feared that they might be incluced in this 
pogrom which hed been reported. I therefore orééred EINSFORN ct noon 
of the seme day to merch all the Jews enployed by us ~ men as well es 
women - in the direction of SDOLBUNOW, &bout 12 km from ROWNO. ‘This wes 
done, 


The Senior Jew (Jucenret) had learned of the departure of the 
Jewish workers of my firm. He went to see the Commanding Officer of the 
Rowno SIPO end SD, SS Mejor (SS Sturmbennfuchrer) Dr. PÜTZ, as early as 

e the 5511110537 afternoon to find out whether the runor of & forthcoming 
Jewish pogrom - which had gained further credence by reason of the đe- 
perture of Jews of my firm ~ wes true. Dr. FUTZ-dismissed the rumor 8 
a Cclunsy lie, end for the rest hed the Polish personiel of my firm in 
Rowno &rrested. Einsporn avoided &rrest by esesping fron Sdolbunow. 
When I learned of this incident I ip ors thet sll Jews who had left 
Rowno were to report beck to work/ n Nondey, 13 July 1942. On Monday 
morning I riyself went to see the Commanding Officer, Dr. PÜTZ, in order 
to learn, for one thing, the truth ebout the rurored Jewish pogron and 
secondly to obtéin informetion on the crrest of the Polish office person- 
nel. SS Major (SS-Sturmbennfuehrer) PÜTZ stated to ne that no pogrom 
(Aktion) whatever was planned. Moreover such e pogrom would be stupid 
because the firms end the Reichsbahn would lose valuable workers. 


én hour leter I received a summons to eppexur before the Area Con 
missioner of ROWNO. His deputy, Stebleiter end Cadet Officer (Ordens junker) 
BECK, subjected me to the sune ques tio as I had undergone at the SD. 
My explanation that I het sent the Jews home for urgent delousing appeared 
plousible to him. He then told me - meking me 52201156 to keep it n secret - 
thet e pogron would in fect teke place on the evening of Monday 13 July 
1942. After lengthy negotiation I mentged to persuecde him to give me 
permission to take my Jewish workers to Scolbunow - but only efter the 
program hed been carried out. During the night it would be up to me to 
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protect the house in the Ghetto nerinst the entry of Ukreinicn militia 
end SS. As confirmation of the discussion he gave ne e deecunent, which 
stated that the Jewish employees of Messrs. Jung were not affected by 
the program, (Oririnsl ettached). 


On the evening of this day I drove to ROWNO end posted myself with 
Fritz ELNSPORN in front of the house in the Bahnhofstrasse in which 
the Jewish workers of my firm slept. Shortly efter 22,00 the Ghetto 
was encircled by a large SS detechment and about three times as meny mer- 
gers cf the Ukreinien militis. Then the electric 811 وقطع‎ which hed 
been erected tn and around the Ghetto were switened cn. SS and rilitie 
Squais of 4 to 6 nen entered or at least tried to enter the houses. 
Where the doors and windows were closed and the inactitents did not open 
at the «Locking, the SS men and militia broke the windows. forced the 
doors with beans nnd crowbers end entered the houses. The people living 
there were driven on to the street just es they were. resordless of whether 
they were cressed or in bed. Since the Jaws in most eases refused to 
leave their houses end resistec, 253 S3 end ينص‎ 2+0 nbpilec force. . They . 
finally succeeded, with strokes of the whip, kicks end tlows with rifle 
butts in clearing the houses. The people were driven out of their houses 
in such haste that small children in bed hed been left behind in severel 
instances. In the street wocen cried out for their children and children 
for their parents. That did nut prevent the SS from driving the people 
along the road, at running pace, end hitting then, until they reached a 
waiting freight trcin. Cer after ear was filled, anc the screeming of 
women end children, end the cracking of whips and rifle shots resounded 
unceasingly. Since several families or groups hed berricaded themselves 
in especially strong buildings, arą the doors could not be forced with 
crowbers or beams, these houses were now blown open with hendgrenades. 
Since the Ghetto was near the railroad tracks in Rowno, tne younger 
people tried to get across the tracks and over a smoll river to get sway 
from the Ghetto ereas as this stretch of country was beyond the range 
of the electric lights, it wes illuminated by signal rockets. <All through 
the night these beaten, hounded and wounded people moved clong the lighted 
Streets. Worien carried their dead children in their arms, children pulled 
and dregeed their dead parents by their arms end legs down the roed toward 
the traine  Agcin oni again the cries "Open the door!" "Open the door!" 
echoed through the Ghetto. 


About 6 o'eloeck in the morning I wen’ away for a moment, leaving 
behind Einspoyn und several other Germen workers who had returned in the 
meantime. I thought the greatest denger was past end that I could risk 
it. Shortly after I Left, Ukrainian 121 tia men forced their way into 
9 Bahnhofstrasse and brought 7 Jews out end took them to a coliecting 
point inside the Ghetto. On my return I was «ble to prevent further Jews 
from being taken out. I went to the collecting point to save these 7 men. 
I saw dozens of corpses of all ages end both.gegegvin the streets I had 
to walk along. The doors of the houses stood open, windows were smashed. 
Pieces of clothing, shoes, stockings, jackets, cepa, heats, costs, etc. 
were lying in the street. At the corner of ع‎ house lay a baby, less than 
€ year old with his skull crushed. Blood and brains were spattered over 
the house wall and covered the eres immediately sround the child. The 
child was dressed Only in a little shirt. The commander, SS Major Bitz, 
was walking up end down a row of about 80 --100 mele Jews who were crouch- 
ing on the ground. He hed ع‎ heavy doe whip in his hand. I walked up to 
him, showed him the written permit of Stebsleiter Beck and demanded the 
seven men whom I Pecognized among those who were crouching of the ground. 
Dr. Putz was very furious about Beck's concession end nothing could per- 
Suede him to release the seven men. He mede a motion with his hend enctr- 
cling the square ond seid thet anyone who was once here would not get away. 
Although he was very engry with Beck, he ordered me to take the people 
from 5 Bahnhé@fstrasse out of ROWNO by 8 o*clock at the latest. When I left 
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Dr. Putz, I noticed a Ukrainian farm cert, with two horse. Dead people 
with stiff limbs were lying on the cert. Legs and arms projected over the 
side boards. The cert was making for the freight train. I took the 
remaining 74 Jews who hed been locked in the house to Sdolbunow. 


Several deys after the 13th of July 1942 the Area commissioner of 
Sdolbunow, Georg Marschall, called e meeting of ell firm managers, reil- 
road superintendents, and leaders of the Orgenization Todt end informed 
them thet the firms etc. should prepare themselves for the "resettlement" 
of the Jews which was to teke place ‘almost immediately. He referred tothe
